LONDON f — A loading British 
specialist on alcoholism says the 
m an who boozes to excess is suf­ 
fering from a “ chem ical condition 
of his blrxxl that can be treated 
chem ically and only ch em ically.” 
Dr. J. Y. Dent described alco­ 
holism as a blood disease “ rath e r 
sim ilar to diabetes.” He 
said 
a 
chem ical substance called apom or­ 
phine/ is safe and highly effective 
if properly adm inistered. 
Fam ily doctors, the expert a d ­ 
vised, should explain to the alco­ 
holic that his addiction “ is not a 
m oral lap'-o nor due to lack of 
will pow er.” 
“ In m any ways, it is sim ilar to 
diabetes. But no one tells the di­ 
abetic to ‘pull his socks u p ’ and 
stop passing sugar in his urine, or 
scoffs at him it he prefers his tea 
unsweetened. 
"You m ust explain that he has 
taken drink as a medicine to tre a t 
a 
disease 
tem porarily 
and 
that 
apom orphine treats this condition 
perm anently, and unless he drinks 
again, he will 
need 
no 
fu rth er 
tre a tm e n t ” 
Instead of that triple slug to calm 
the ner es, “ the patient lies down, 
puts a tablet of a pf) m orphine in 
the pouch of his cheek and lets it 
dissolve, waiting IO m inutes before 
swallowing.” 
The dosage is repeated, 
on

carefully regulated schedule, until 
the craving for drink is gone.

are many practices in the religious 
world that have no authority from 
heaven Certainly it cannot be that 
people think no authority is needed 
for the things they do.

“ Some depend upon their c o n- 
seience as an authority. However, 
the conscience cannot always 
be 
depended upon to guide one aright. 
Saul maintained an approving con­

23:1). For one’s conscience to be a 
safe guide it must be properly in­ 
structed and

word of God. 
“ Some follow' the religious prac­ 
tices and customs of their parents.

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ALTO SIGHTS SET HIGH 
WITH SOME automobile factories re ­ 
tooling for next y e a r ’s models, and most 
m anufacturers planning to introduce their 
new offerings earlier than in recent years, 
an aura of confidence perm eates Detroit 
to surpass anything on the plus side de­ 
tected there for two years. 
Word from the automobile capital is that 
sales of new? automobiles in August ex­ 
ceeded the figures for July, reversing a 
traditional trend, and that dealers' stocks 
of new cars will be normal by the end of 
September. 
With m ajor changes projected in m any 
1955 models, the industry expects a con­ 
tinuation of the upw ard trend that seems to 
have set in. That the auto industry was 
planning an all out drive to break d o w n 
sales resistance becam e apparent several 
months ago, when the Wall Street Journal 
jum ped the gun and announced that an 
eight-cylinder Chevrolet would be avail­ 
able next year. 
It will come as something of a shock to 
many a proud owner of a mechanical m a s ­ 
terpiece several years old that his chariot, 
still so smooth and powerful by all previ­ 
ous standards, is now supposed to be rele­ 
gated to the ranks of obsolete vehicles. But 
the automobile industry, above all others, 
has thrived on change and improvement, 
and it was too m uch to expect that the 1955 
models would not be the best yet produced. 


COWMAN’S PROBLEM 
CONTINUING DRY weather, especially 
in a large area in the Southwest, poses a 
problem for the livestock industry which 
can only be solved by immediate rains. The 
situation is reported to be acute in some 
parts of northwestern Oklahoma, w h e r e 
cattle are being sent to m arket unseason­ 
ably early. Some herds are being reduced 
while the cattle are rn good condition. 
• 
According to reports from various coun­ 
ty agents in the drought area, cattlemen 
say they cannot afford to buy feed for their 
herds to hold them over the winter. The 
government feed problem is an emergency 
m easure at best. Curt prices on feed apply 
only to grain, while the cattle need protein 
and hay. 
The small operator, the m an with fewer 
than IOO head, appears to be the hardest 
hit. L arg er ranchers, although worried, are 
in less immediate danger of going broke, 
the survey shows. 
There is nothing wrong with the cattle in­ 
dustry that good rains would not correct. In 
the meantime, more distress cattle w i l l 
reach the market, herds will be severely 
culled and only the best breeding stock re­ 
tained. 
It has been a tough time for the cattle­ 
m an, although not a new experience. He 
has learned rn 


I have often wondered what a complete 
m an is. Many of the great musicians and 
philosophers were physically not fit by or­ 
dinary standards. Beethoven lived to be 57 
but he was deaf; Mozart wrote glorious m u ­ 
sic but he was tubercular; Aristotle was 
the m aster philosopher but he was not an 
athlete. 
The complete man is, of course, perfect. 
He is a Jove in wisdom, an Apollo in b eau ­ 
ty, a Cato in o r a t o r y , and a Hercules in 
strength, all combined in one. Stalin 
re­ 
garded himself as a complete man and or­ 
dered the Soviet poets to sing paeans to his 
superiority but he died and was laid o u t 
I like any other stiff. 
The “Manchester Guardian” has appar­ 
ently discovered the complete m an and, as 
surprising as it is, the editors of that won­ 
derful newspaper found him in the United 
States: 
“ Dr. Oppenheimer is one of the most elo­ 
quent of American scientists; he is p e r ­ 
haps as near as anybody can get in these 
complicated days to the complete man. Be­ 
fore leaving high school he was reading 
Horace without a dictionary and compos­ 
ing French sonnets, as well as taking all 
. the science prizes. 
“When he left Harvard he came to C am ­ 
bridge to study nuclear p h y s i c s under 
Rutherford and Thomson and then moved 
on to Goettingen, Zurich and Leiden. He 
was teaching physics in California when he 
was called to head atomic bomb develop­ 
m ent at Los Alamos. There he directed a 
staff of 4,500 for two and a half years and 
j finished looking as emaciated as a prison- 
I er of war. 
“When the first bomb was exploded in 
New Mexico his first thought was a line 
from the Bhagavadgita (he reads Sanskrit 
and five other languages): ‘I am become 
death, the shatterer of worlds!” 
I 
There is more of this but enough has been 
given to establish the “ Manchester G uard­ 
ian’s” claims that Dr. Oppenheimer is a 
! complete man; yet the 992 pages of testi­ 
mony concerning his relations with C o m- 
munists while he was making the atom 
bomb causes one to wonder whether the 
I m an is not loose with the truth, whether 
he is capable of sound judgment. 
For instance, he found himself in c o n ­ 
tact with Steve Nelson, a Communist of 
tremendous importance in the Party. So he 
was asked by Colonel Lansdale about Nel­ 
son. This is the colloquy: 
“Lansdale. . . .Do you have anyone who 
is close to you, no that's the wrong word, 
who is an acquaintance of yours, who m ay 
have perhaps been a guest in your house, 
whom you perhaps knew through friends 
or relatives who is a m em ber of the Com­ 
munist Party. By that I m e an — 
“ Openheimer. My brother, obviously. 
“ Lansdale. Well, no, I don't mean him. 
“ Oppenheimer. I think probably y o u 
mean someone who just visited for a few 
hours. 
“ Lansdale. Yes. 
“ Oppenheimer. Yes, certainly, the an­ 
swer to that is certainly, yes. 
“ Lansdale. Would you care to give me 
I any of their names? 
“Oppenheimer. There is a girl called El­ 
dred Nelson.” 
Then he is asked at the recent hearings 
about this statement, Board Counsel Robb 
I questioning: 
“ Q. Do you know a girl called Eldred

Stress Harmful to Body

THE condition within ourselves \ 
known medically as stress is not 
fear, but rather an argument 
w ithin one s own body against 
som e tendency, habit or circum­ 
stance that may exist. The con­ 
flict or battle within the body it­ 
self is usually prolonged and the 
person is constantly aware of it. 
Stress in itself can be very 
harm ful to the body. Heart dis­ 
ease and colitis m ay be direct 
effects of the strain. It also may 
serve to increase the severity and 
duration of m any diseases that 
are not its direct responsibility. 
Utopia Needed 
In order to remove stresses in 
the individual cases th a t come to 
the attention of the physician, 
we would have to take such m eas­ 
ures as giving everyone in the 
country an increase in salary or 
providing everyone with a bigger 
house than his neighbor. T here­ 
fore, it is actually impossible to 
remove strain from tire world. 


Getting rid of stress Is som e­ 
tim es accomplished by talking 
the problem over with a physi­ 
cian or psychiatrist. Brain sur­ 
gery may also help in very severe 
cases. 
The surest m ethod of prevent­ 
ing stress is leisure. In this m e­ 
chanical age too m any of us spend 
our time at occupations that are 
tedious and in themselves require 
no intelligence, thereby giving 
rise to resentment and strain. 
However,

restful 
attitude 
adopted for our spare time along 
with 
recreation 
and 
fun 
can 
avoid a lot of conflict.

He will have a stall of engineers 
under him and his bosses will be 
secretaries of the Interior, Agricul­ 
ture, Defense and Health and Wel­ 
fare who selected him These are 
the four national agencies most 
concerned about water supplies for 
factories and farm s, cities and vil­ 
lages as well as fishermen and 
vacationists. 
The committee is charged with 
having a preliminary report ready 
by Dec 15 to show Congress when

He is on the executive 
committee of the watei committee 
set up by Gov. Frank J. Lausche 
to study how Ohio can make the 
best use of its water. Six of the 
worst Ohio draughts occurred in 
the last 25 years. 
The President s w ater resources 
! policy commission under the pre­ 
vious Administration turned in a 
long report that “ had a lot of good 
things in it,” Youngquist says. But 
he adds the commission “ didn't 
seem to get to the nub of the prob- 
; lem .” 
The “ nub” , he says, is develop- 
| ing a policy of getting the best 
overall use of water. 
“ In tho arid parts of the West,” 
I he says, “ they’re using 70 per cent 
of the available water now. The 
: past few droughts have put Mis- 
I souri, Illinois, Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana on the ragged edge." The 
droughts hit the Midwest the hard­ 
est, he says. 
The task of his committee won’t 
be a simple one 
He says he ex­ 
pects “ lots of conflict" as opposing 


interests fight to get plans til a t 
would benefit them most in the 
recommendations to Congress. 
“ I expect we'll have to get a lot 
of divergent groups together,” he 
says. “ The main purpose of our 
work may be to work out a com­ 
prom ise.” 
Months ago Eisenhower em pha­ 
sized the importance of water stu d -1 
ies when he said water shortages 
posed one of the two chief national 
problems. 
The lanky Youngquisth stands- 
6-feet-4—believes one way to attack 
the w ater supply problem is to 
clean up polluted streams so the 
w ater can be reused.

The committee likely will have to 
consider artificial methods of m ak­ 
ing rain, although Youngquist says 
there is no general agreement on 
how effective present methods are. 
And the committee will look into 
flood control, inland water trans­ 
portation and waters for recrea­ 
tion and fishing to see how they tie 
into the national picture, he says.
